Tt is impossible to refer to this impor- 
tant project without perceiving tbat the 
road to ita accomplisbnient bribtles with 
difTieuHies and dungera beyond tho linau- 
ciftl ability of tbo Provinco to overcome.

McLellan, who is in charge of tho work, 
and who is pushing it through rajiidly. 
Ho has quite a lot of orib wharfing dono 
as well as blasting, and in a short time 
tho trail will bo ready for travel. Tiio 
work is done in a substantial manner and 
will niako a good safe trail for stock, etc., 
to travel on. It will also open up a way 
for parties who have ranches along tho 
shores of tho lako to got theirwheat to tho 
giiit mill, nt iho outlet of tho lako. It 
will also be an aoeomodation to thesportn- 
mau, as thero is plenty of good trout to 
1)0 had for the taking, and mountain sheep 
and grouse in abundance ou its borders. 

Tho weather is cool and pleasant, and 
tho croi)H look well in and around tho lo- 
cality. Hero wo live in peace and security; 
no liuHsians to frighten us or rob us of 
our i)0Bsossion8.

four days' purclia',o if such declaration 
were unhai)pilv to como from the United 
Stales.

EUROPE. 
C^sTiioK, Juno 8. — A Turkish column 
goiu^y to Gorausko was met by Gen. Soci- 
eia aiicT driven back to Muratovitzu, where 
it was encamped at tho latest information. 
As tho defeot of this column would leave 
tho rear of SuUman Pasha's army exposed 
it is probable ho will attack Gen. Bocieia 
before moving on Gen. Vukovitch again. 

From Vienna comes nowa that Priuoo 
Nikita has sent roiiiforcementa to the 
Montonogrins defeated atKristas and that 
they h'.iT0 taken up ii iiosition at Proroisco 
Pre.4jika towards the aud of Duja Pass iu 
the direction of Nicsio,* where ^ probably 
another attempt will be made to stop Suli- 
man on his way to provision at that place. 
But for this purpose only a portion of tho 
forces could bo .spared as tho Turkish in- 
Tusion tluoatona Montenegro from tho 
third side to wliioh hitherto no attention 
seQms to have been paid, namely, from 
Sleoteztt. The report" of this third di- 
vision seems undoubtedly true, being con- 
firmed by Turkish Offioiid bulletins, and 
from other reliable sources. Tho corres- 
pondent admits that the Turkish division 
from Beran has crossed tho frontier of 
Massoic and taken up a position which 
they have fortified. Another attack is an- 
ticipated from the side of AntaVari. 

Gon. Socicia reported to Pi-inoe Nitkila 
that ho had succeeded in cutting into a 
Turkish column which was attempting to 
rolievo Gorauska, capturing a provision 
train of seven hundred horses. 

Lo.sdon, Juno 8. — A Vienna correspou- 
deut states that iu consequence of the ro- 
mouKtraucenof Christian digoataries as to 
tho proprii'ty of pressing Christians to 
Sght iu rv holy Moslem war tho Ports has 
postponed the con.scription of itsChristiun 
subjects and coaimouced to levy tho usual 
exemjition money. 

A dispatch from PoKesti assorts that 
laws for tho future government of Bul- 
garia are already drawn np in Bussia and 
hrve been translated into the native lan- 
guage within tho last day or two. 

DELAYEDJI8PATCHE8. 

EUEOPE. 

London, Juno 8. — A Paris co rrospon- 
dent states that the communication which 
Count Sohouvaloff brings to London is 
not a note in a diplomatio seniso, but a 
letter from Prince Gortschakoff in reply 
to a letter of Lord Derby which Cou nt 
Schouvaloff took with liim to St. Peters- 
burk. Iu his iettsr. Lord Derby drew 
the attention of liusaia to various jjoints 
whoro Erigli.sli interests would bo affected 
if Busaian action extended so fur. They 
were mentioned in Mr. Cross's speech in 
Parliament, and are the Suez Oanal and 
Egypt, ConBtantinoplo, tho Dardanelles 
and the Persian Gulf. Tho Prince's let- 
ter successively takes up those points and 
explains thai, Bussia does not intend to 
iuterforo with any one of them. Prince 
Gortschakoff ackowledges tho groat inter- 
national and commercial importance of 
tho Suez Canal, and gives the most posi- 
tive assurances that Bussia does not in- 
tend, in any way, to touch it. Bussia in- 
timates that she thinks herself entitled, as 
a matter of right, to carry the war to 
Egypt, but explains that any action in 
that direction was never even taken into 
consideration. This is more the ease as 
regards j;ho Persian Gulf. Bussia thinks 
such an important maritime passage as 
the Dardanelles must bo regulated by in- 
ternational agreement, and not by ono 
power alone. She disclaims any inten- 
tion of acquiring Constantinoplo, though 
at tho same time she could not consent to 
its possession by any other Christian 
power. Tho communication is silent as 
as regards any temiiorary occupation of 
Constantinople, which may boeomo neces- 
sary and ensue in courso of Russian mili- 
tary uehiovoments. The letter goes on to 
H.iy that Russia bra romainod true to her 
programme in aiming solely atimproviug 
tho condition of Christians in Turkey, 
which can only bo done by coercion of 
tbo Porto. As soon as Russia has achiev- 
od this she will fall back on the resolu- 
tions of the Constantinoplo conference 
and contend for such guarantees as will 
ensure tbe onicioncy of the reforms, ask- 
ing the powers to take up the thread 
where it was broken by dissohitiou of tho 
conference. 

Paris, June 8. — Duke Do Broglio has 
received a deputation of legitimatists.who 
demanded that tbe ministry bo remodeled 
according to the views of tho royalists. 
Dd Broglie replied that President Mac- 
Mahou had no iutention of aikiug for a 
prolongation of his powers. Ho would 
retain his office until 1880, and not be- 
yond that term, and thus closo tho door 
upon tho hopes which were justified by 
the constitution. President MoMahon 
subsequently confirmed Duke Do Brog- 
lio's Btatomeut. 

Tho Moniteur admits the meeting of tho 
residents of the Ropublicau Loft was in- 
formal, but maintains the vital accuracy 
of tho published accounts, which wero 
questvi'icd this morning. 

Parties who favor lui imniodiate dis- 
solution of the chamber appear to have 
gained the upper hand. Tiiere is no pro- 
bability of the chamber being iirorogued 
for tbo t-ocoud time. 

Great prop.irationa ore .being made nt 
Guildhall lor tho roeoptiou of Gen. 
Grant ou his arriv.il. He will be receiv- 
ed by the Lord Mayor aud corporation, 
and be conducted to the library where 
tho Chamberlain of London will present 
him the freedom of the city aooompanied 
by appropriate addresses. Upwards of 
800 guests will be invited to m».et tho Gen- 
eral at breakfast which follows the ceio- 
mony. 

Tho t^ueeu'a ball aud conceit at ]iuek' 
ingham Palace have been postponed, tho 
former until June 22d, and the latter until 
June 27th, in consequence uf the fnneral 
ot the Queen of the Netborlanda. 

London, Juno 8. —On the 23d Gen, 
Grant will dine with tho Princo of Wales. 
This will bo tho grandest entortaiument 
uf Gen. Grant's visit m point of rank of 
guests. Dates of diiuK.'r with tho (^uoon 
and with Derby are not fixed. Earl Boa- 
oonsflold'a dinner is declined on account of 
another engagement. Tho ex-President 
takes prccerlcnco at every entertainment 
of all raemberH of tho Boyal family. Gen. 
Grant will leave Ijoudon27th of Juno and 
pvobRiily go to Purls, 

CmoAOO, June 8.— Tho Trxhunc's Lon- 
don Bpeoial Bays; Tho people, parliament 
and tho pro?s are equally divided on the 
war. The middle and lower classes aro 
peaceably iiudinod, and those follow 
Gladstone and are roiiroaeiited by tho 
Daf/y Jif»ins, which has the best war 
news and corrosjiioudeuts.
